What Mr. Kimball Has to Say. 


Something like tbree montbs ego we print- 
ed an interview with Mr. H. I. Kimball in 

hich he outlined a scheme to build a subur, 
ban town in or near Atlanta, 

Since then but little has been said of this 
enterprise. Other schemes have been started 
and it wasthought that we had missed our 
reckoning, in expressing confidence in Mr. 
Kimball’s plans. We are able to announce 
thismorning that Mr. Kimball has not only se- 
lected the site for the projected town, but that 
the company has been organized, the land 
purchased, every dollar of the stock sub- 
scribed and the charter applied for. 

The land selected is land lot No. 80 (except- 
ing a dozen acres) that belonged to Mr. 
Richard Peters. Itis about 180 acres. The 
price paid is $1,000 an acre or $180,000 for the 
jot. The capital of the company is $300,000, 
of which $230,000 was to be sold and $70,000 
Of the $230,000 the sum 
of $180,000 is set aside to pay for the land and 
$50,000 as an improvement fund. The $70,- 
000 of stock in the treasury will be used as the 
stockholders direct. The $230,000 was sub- 
cribed the first day the books were opened

What Mr. Himball Says. 
A SUBURB THE SIZE OF PULLMAN—THE PLANS FOR 
IMPROVING IT—AN INTERESTING TALK, 

We found Mr. Kimball in his office, busy as 
usual, but ready to talk on the scheme in which he 
was so deeply interested. Clearing the papers off 
his table he said: 

“This isa very important matter, and we’ll get it 
strsight atthe siait To begin with,we have bought 
i80 acres in one body from Mr. Richard Peters at 
$1,000 peracre. I closed the trade with him, as you 
know, at 12 o'clock on Wecnesday, and we had 
agreed to seli $50,000 worth of stock above the $180,- 
000 necessary to pay for the land. For it will be 
paid for in full and fee simple titles made to the 
company the day it organizes. This was taken, 
every dollar of it, by 9 o’clock Wednesday night, 
and more than that, I have declined offersof twice 
as much since then.”’ 

‘Who has taken this stock?’ 

“Mr. Peters, myself, Messrs,C. W. Hunnicutt, 
George Cook, J. W. English, E. P. Howell, Jacob 
Elsas, R. J. Lowry, J. W, Murphy, W. C. Morrill 
A. E. Buck, B. H. Ai), Jr., W, T. Newman, Rufus 
T. Dorsey, H. W. Grady, Judge W. R. Hammond, 
R. D. Adeir, Henry L. Wilson, J.C. Kimball, T. P.

(aet every lick struck, and every clod of dirt moved, 
&idevery shrub planted, hadits relation to the 
whok, In my late visits north, I have 
been amazed at the success with which this has 
been done. Especially have these suburbs paid 
€Rermous profits in the growing western cities. A 
Company .wotld buy 100 acres, or more, 
improve it handsomely, subdivide it, sell alternate 
lots and make five hundred per cent on the invest- 
ment besides providing beautiful homes for hun- 
dreds of peopie, and making an ornament for their 
city, Ihave been thoroughly impressed into the 
idea that Atlanta offered advantages for euch a 
suburb net equaied by any city I know of. It has 
the element that acsures success and that is rapid 
Steady and certain growth and expan 
sion. You cannot bay 200 acres anywhere near At- 
lanta at any price within reason, and simply hold 
itwithout geiting rich on its increased value. 
The city is bound to grow.” 

“We agree with you about that, and then?”’ 

“Then, I began to cast about for the proper loca- 
tien, Everything depends on that, and I should 
have sacrificed nearly everything to it. You can’t 
drive people where they don’t want to go. You can’t 
stop them when they start where they 
do want togo. You must take the current, I feit, 

nerefore, that I must get in the right place and in 

direction of a strong current, Of course if we 
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could get the lecaiion right, and find a piece of 
property adapted to my views, and at reasonable 
price, my search was ended I have been very care 
ful, and have spent days and days examining maps 
and I have taken options in every direction 
and Dave been tempted in one _ one thing 
only tt find something e lacking. 
At ast I determined that this place 
hed (the advantage of all the others 
and I took it. It is located right. The city is rapidly 
growing towards it, and the Rosenthal-Fox enter- 
prise isitematural ally It is beaucifully adapied 
to our purpose, being high, rolling and command- 
ing. It.iscertainly cheap. It is just simply ex- 
actly what we wanted and we gotit justas we 
wantedit. In this matter Iam greatly indebted 
to the wise counsel of George Adair. I fode with 
him over dozens of places and at last came back to 
the very place he had selected at first as the best 
place for us.’’ 


HOW IT WILL BE IMPROVED, 


“And now about improving it.”’ 

“Well, We shall make no mistake there. A 
great deal is lost in building cities by individuals 
working at cross-purposes. One man improves it 
in one direction, and another neutralizes it. Then 
the plans for improvements in cities are frequently 
changed. It isfound that a mistake has been 
made in streets and sewering or grading, and work 
is tipped up and done over again. These troubles 
we shallavoid. Not aspade will be putinto our 
ground until the whole plan of improvement 
hag been agreed on. Our first step will be to get 
the best landscape engineer in the country. With 
him he will look over the ground and see just pre- 
cisely what it needs and in what shape it will show 
beet. Every drive or avenue will be outlined, 
every park located, every building site defined. 
When that plan is once agreed on, an elaborate 
map will be made and wiil show precisely how the 
town will look when it isfinished. Note change 
will be made and every bit of work done will fur- 
ther the general plan.”’ 

“A great deal will be expected?”’ 

“Aud more will bedone. You see, to make a 
success of it, we must make the new part very 
much haudsomer than auy other section of the 
city. . If we simply grade it nicely and level up the 
gullies, we simply have a real estate speculation in 
which we make much or little. Butif we make it 
exquisite—if we make it so handsome that every- 
body who takes a drive will drive outto see it, 
and so delightful that everybody who sees it will 
want to live there, we will be able to sell our lots 
at our ewn figures. As to streets, forinstance. If 
the asphalt is the best street we will have the as- 
phalt. If acertain pavement is the best we will 
take that pavement. iu other words, we propose 
to make the town as perfect as money and taste can 
make it.’’ 

“When will you sell lots?”’ 

“Not until everything is ready, and then only a 
fewatatime, Myideais while weare working 
the general scheme of improvement, to take a spe- 
cial quarterand make it perfect—say a space of half 
amile. Wewill give it streets, prominent lights, 
water, etc., and then sell alternate lots to the num: 
ber of ten or a dozen. keeping the lawns perfect on 
our unsold lots, With part of the 
proceeds of the sale we will des 
clare dividends; with the remainder we will 
extend our special improvements, and when they 
are finished sella few morelots. You see we have 
$50,000 cash capital with our land entirely paid for, 
and we have $70,000 of stock in the treasury. We 
can sell this to our stockholderstoday ata pre 


mium. Butif wesold-it. at: par, we would have 


$120,000 cash to spend before we need to sell 
alot. That's a heap of money to spend, when 
every dollar is spent soas to help every Other dole 
lar, and there'sno ripping upand doing over to 
expect.’’ 

‘And about the profit?”’ 

‘That will be czrta'tnand large. You will see 
twenty acres of ourlandsold for more than the 
entire capital of the company, and you will never 
see one acre of it sold for less than $5,000. I don’t 
ca'culate on having more than 100 acres to sell. It 
will take nearly one-fifth of the whole or 30 acres 
for streets. This gives us wide and ample streets, 
We shall then need 50 acres for park purposes, per 
haps making of thisa half dozen small parks, or 
circles. This makes 180 acres, and leaves 1C0 acres 
for actuallots. Asarule, these will be divided 
into lots of 100 by 200 feet, or two lots to the 
acre. At $50 a front foot they would bring $10,000 
anacre. You'll see them bring much more than 
this in alcernate lots. Ido not, however, doubt 
that we can carry the work ahead and divide §$50,- 
000 a year for ten years, and we ought to do a great 
deal better than this. In fact 1 would not be sur- 
prised to see it run to $100,0)0 per annum—a man 
nowdays thinks nothing of payivg from $10,000 to 
$20,000 for a home lot. 

‘That is pretty rapid doubling up?’’ 

“But you can't conceive unless you reflect on it 
how rapidly this city isgrowing. Take an exam- 
ple. I boughteight years agoeight acres of land 
for $8,000,and put up my house, That was a big- 
ger purchase for the Atlauta of that day, aod at a 
bigger price, and further away from 
the pulse of the city, than this purchase 
is forthe Atlanta of to-day. I was alone and wilth- 
out money—but I managed to put my block of land 
inshape. I spent more on my iand than! did on 
my house. Butthe lawn was so beautiful that 
people rode all the way outjust to see it, and it 
soou attracted customers. There was mighty little 
of the present Peachtree there, butit came right 
along, and that eight acres with every house off of 
it would bring $100,000 at auction’ today. But 
hereisalaterexample. Less thanfour yeurs ago 
the back part of my lot was comparatively 
worthless. I offered Buck for $500 what 
$15 000 wouldn’t buy now. I sold three years ago 
a piece for $750 to Judge Woods. Hie sold itina 
year to Morrill for $2,000 and now £5,000 wouldn’t 
touch it. I sold J. C. Kimball three years ago the 
corner back of me for $750 that he could get $6,C00 
for without the house. This is due to the steady 
growth of West Peachtree street, which has been 
growing of its own motion. You know that we 
could fill your paper with similar instances,”’ 

“Ig there no fear of overdoing the thing?’ 

“There is, if we agree that Atlanta has quit grow- 
ing. If no more people are coming here there is 
no pressing need for our enterprise. But there is 
no possibility of that, Atlanta is growing, and will 
coutinue to grow more rapidly than she ever has. 
No observant man doubts that in the next ten 


‘years Atlanta will have practically 100,000 inhab- 


Less than half that increase will be more 
than is needed to take all that 
we offer. Inceed, I can name a half dozen 
houses that will be started as soon as we offer lots 
for sale. These are for people who have been 
waiting for our new town to be located. They felt 
that no matter where it went, they wanted homes 
in a community where the ugly and Objectionable 
features of regular city life would be eliminated as 
faras possible. lbave an offer from a gentleman 
who wantsto put upasmall family hotel, just as 
handsome andassuperbly fitted upas the best 
hotel anywhere. Such a hotel, located on beautifal 
grounds, by a pretty little park or lake would be 
kept fullof the best people allthe year round. 
There will not be the slaghtest trouble in Gilling up 
the new tract—unless, esl said befere, Atlanta 
stops growing and everything in Atlanta 
pretty much is pitched on the idea that she can’; 
stop."’ 

‘Then on the other hand, fen’t your new pur- 
chase too smal)’’’ 

“Do you know how much 18@acresis? Why it is 
just about the size of the town of Pullman. It is 
all we peed, or will need. Wheo we get every

foot ot that paved, sewered, lighted and built up, 
We will have plenty of time to buy moré.”’ 
WHEN WORK WILL BBGIN, 

“When will you get to.work’?’’ 

“The very day our plans are perfected, and by 
the time we make a perfect topographical chart 
and our directors have approved it, the charter 
will be ready and we will then put large forces of 
men to work, and work absolutely to the line lsid 
Outand approved just as fast as possible. We 
will make a surprising show this summer.”’ 

You are pleased with the natural features of the 
purchase’’’ 

“More than pleased. The most cursory survey 
discloses many points that can be made striking 
and handsome. Mind you it is proposed to make 
the whole tract a park and every foot of it hand- 
some, and I hope the board wil) name it ‘Peters 
park.’’ If there is a natural curve or break that is 
picturesque or pretty, we will give that up to being 
picturesque and pretty and try to make it preitier. 
With thirty acres allowed for streets and fifty 
acres for little parks, sqaares aud circles, we have 
euough . margin to preserve every preity 
feature and give it a handsome 
setting of grass and trees. You may 
say to the people that this portion of the city will 
be as uandsome as any in the coun- 
try, I don’t care where it is—and I know a preity 
thing when I seeit. You uaderstand, of course, 
that these are only my own ideas. The board of 
directors when elected will manage the whole affair 
and they may not eee the matter exactly as i do,”’

A Talk With Mr. Peters. 


HIS INVESTMENTS IN ATLANTA—WHAT THEY HAVE 
AMOUNTED TO—S ME SUMMING UP. 

This sale confirms Mr. Peters as one of the richest 
meu in the state. 

It has been hard to estimate his worth untilsome 
of his land was sold in bulk, so that the value of 
his estate might be defined. This sale at $180,000, 
or$1,000 an acre, makesa basis. Mr. Peters owns 
ten acres of Peachtree thatis worth $100,000. He 
has about 109 acres on the east of Peachtree, that 
liesnearer to that street than the lot he has just 
soldand a good deal of which fronts Ponce de 
Leon avenue, This, added to his street car lines, 
his blocks in the heart of the city, interest in the 
Kimball house, his stocks, he takes place among 
the richest of Georgians. 

A CONSTITUTION man called on Mr. Peters yester- 
day to talk about the late trade. We found him 
in excellent trim, hearty lookingand happy asa 
man who has just done a good thiag and is feeling 
good aobutit. He said: 

‘How did you know aboutit? Well itsall right. 
I havesold the land. The papers are drawn and 
sigued and I reckon there is no harm in its being 
known.’’ ‘ 

**How came you to make the sale?”’ 

“IT have always had it in my mind to do some- 
thing of this sort. 1 have felt that the city de- 
manded something of the sort, and the pressure on 
me to sell has been so great that I determined ito 
sell in bulk end try and dosomething more with 
the land than merely parcelling it out to siagle 
buyers. As itis now it will be made a succession 
of little parks with lakes and groves that will be 
not only a good investment to the stockholders but 
a comfort and a pleasure to the people at large. No 
land is better for this purpose than the land I have 
justsold. It has water, hills, dales, forest and ev- 
ery natural element. It is flanked on either side 
by leading street-car lines—(forit reaches nearly to 
Marietta)—either or both of which can be turned 
directly into thenew purchase, It is the best point 
without comparison for the proposed improvements. 
Had 1 not felt that this was so I would not 
haye sold, and having sold, would not have 
taken so much ofthe stock andI don't think I 
would have made this arrangement for any other 
man living than Kimball to execute, but with a 
good board of directors I feel that he will make ita 
great success.’’ 

A RETROSPECTIVE VIEW. 

‘‘Mr. Peters, what did your Peachtree property 
cost you?”’ 

“Ttcost me $2,003. I was runninga millin the 
center of the city, and I wanted fuel. ! thought it 
was cheaper to buy land and cut the wood my- 
self. Sol bought two land lots of 202 acres each— 
No. 47 and No. 89—paying $1,000 each for them. 
No. 47 covered Peachtree clear across to West 
Peachtree where it joined No. 80—the lot I have 
just sold. 

‘How much of these lots have you sold ?’’ 

‘*i have sold about eighty acres of lot No. 47, and 
have reserved for myself and wife and children as 
lots or homes aboutten acres. The eighty acres 
sold have averaged considerably over $1,000 an acre. 
Some of the land I sold during the war at one 
hundred dollars aa acre in gold, but 
after the war! found that the parties Isold to were 
going to sellitout in twenty foot lots to small set- 
tlers. I bought it back for $1,000 an acre and sold 
it for $1,500 an acre. 

‘‘Of lot 80 I have sold only twelve acres, exclusive 
of what I have solu to this company. I sold that 
for $1,000 an aere. So that on that investment of 
$2 000 made in 1855, I have sold $272 000 worth of 
land, and stillown ten acres ofthe best land on 
Peachtree, and about 100 acres just east of ft and 
on Ponce de Leon avenue, much of which I have 
been offered $5 600 an ecrefor. That shows what 
Atlanta will do for those who believe in herfuture. 
I have ecoufidence in this city going 
squarely to 100000 inhabitants. Had I in- 
vested my $2,000 in stocks that paid 10 percent at 
year it would have given me less than one sixth of 
what the real estate has paid me, and | have had 
little trouble and no risk with it, I believe in the 
future of Atlanta stronger now than I ever did.’’ 

‘lt has had a steady growth for years?”’ 

‘Yes, and always iu spite of predictions to the 
contrary. I bought my home lot here in 1845. In 
1846 the late Judge Warner asked me to buy him 
some property here. I got him an offer of the 
block on which Chamberlin, Boynton & Co, now 
stands for $400. Hesaidit wasn’t worth over $250, 
and declined it. He then had me to get prices on 
other property. He never could get enough 
faith in Atlanta 10 come to the 
seratch, He always thought that Atlanta was 
overrated, though he wasits friendandhe never 
bought anything here except 4 small lot. This 
was the case with scores of men as wise and as well 
balanced as Judge Warner. They have had oppor- 
tunity and invitatton to buy in Atlanta at the 
lowest prices, but have always felt that the town 
was going to quit growing. This story will be re- 
peated for the next twenty years.”’ 

“You have sola much of your property cheaply ?”’ 

“Yes; but it has made the restof my property 
valuable. I have sold many an acre at $1,000 that 
is now worth $10,000. ButifI hadn’t sold a good 
many acres at that price, the town would have gone 
in another direction, aud none of my land would 
have been valuable. It has always been my 
policy to sell to good citizens 
on the best terms and to objectionable people at no 
terms. I never sold less than an acreatatime. I 
have fought the small lot system steadily, and I 
have always felt a lively interest in Atlanta and 
in everything that promised to advance her 
growth.” 

There are few men who envy Mr. Peters his good 
fortune. For more than 40 years he has lived in 
Atlanta, and he is known and beloved as a man 
of high character, fine quality, and perfect integ- 
rity. He has been the pioneer in many things, 
always a safe leader, long-headed and far-seeing, 
and has cheerfully borne his shareof the public 
burdeus. His face, jovial and cheery, has been for 
nearly halfa century familiar to Atiantians, and 
iis erown of gray hair, shortly worn and honestly,

I 
know a far westerner, of high title and bright re- 
cord.as a warriorduring the rebellion, who lately 
came to New York to get capital for a big ranch 
scheme. His enterprise was honest and promising. 
He might have secured the money by going to 
know investors with the convincing facts and cre- 
dentials. Instead of that, he studied the financial 
advertisements of anonymous lenders, and was 
promptly enticed into the office of a lawyer, who 
agreed to negotiate for him on the basis of five per 
cent., in addition to the ten percent. interest 
whieh he represented the third party as demand- 
ing. The westerner signed a contract to that effect. 
then he was nitroduced to the suppoed 
capitalist, who professed tne ability and willing- 
ness toinvesta hundred thousand dollars, but 
said that he must have a bonus of five per cent in 
addition tothe interest. As the aggregate of per- 
centages amounted to a fifth of the entire sum in a 
year, he got angry over the shylockry, and refused 
tomakea bargain.

first John Jacob Astor's voudoo charm lay ino in- 
vesting nothing aside from his regular business 
except the realestate; and Alexander T. Stewart 
would have auticipated misfortune if he had wan- 
tin only broken the smallest personal engagement. 
Men of success can afford to practice their theories, 
and even to become slaves tv them. Men of failure 
cannot induigein such luxuries of conduct. 

Speaking of business, there is astonishingly little 
ofit in thiscity on Sundays. Aside from a few 
distinctly Jewish streets, the stores are shut, the sa- 
loons give no frontal indications 
of tra ffic, and hardly any factories 
are kept going. It is true, however, that 
New York ia notas pious asthe appearance of 
Fifth avenue wouldindicate. Between the hours 
of eleven and one, the avenue from Fifiy-ninth to 
Fourteenth street is thronged with people.

alongin a single direction, at a languid, well 
practiced and easy stroll, Itis vain to attempt to 
change the gait. The man who isin a hurry to 
catch an engagement to dinner, or is anxious to 
walk briskly for exercise, must either take to the 
middie of ithe street orfight his way through the 
crowd, .Everybody is expensively dressed. The 
women look asif they had: just stepped out of 
fashion plates, and the men are characterized by 
an intense newness. Out of twenty-five thousand 
pairsof trousers, at least twenty four thousaud 
will show by a Seam that they have just been un- 
folded for the day's wear. Beaver hats of the most 
recent mode, all lockiug as though fresh from the 
hatter’s case, are ubiversally worn, and varnished 
boots of delicate pattern take the place of rough 
shod walkingshoes. Ali the gloves are worn for 
the first time, and the men seem to be airing sud- 
denly new and complete outfits for the first time. 
The most extraordinary thing about the costumes 
of the women is the brilliancy of tbe colors that 
prevail. Brocades and velvets of the brightest 
greens, the darkest purples, and even costumes of 
drab velvet that was so pale that it Would appear 


almost white,are numerous. Many of the costumes 
geen Sunday afternoon on Fifth avenue remiod 


One can hardly im 
agine the effect which would have been produced 
by one of these gorgeously dressed women had she 


appeared in the streets a few years ago, when eve

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CHINESE Po.itics —The Chinese haVe a 
peculiar theory that the proper duration of a 
dynasty should not exceed one hundred 
years—a term which the reigning family has 
already greatly overstepped. Besides this 
singular superstition, the Chinese have an- 
other deeply rooted idea that the line of de- 
scent has not been preserved intact by the 
reigning dynasty. A court intrigue, sup- 
posed to have occurred during the reign of 
Yang Ching, the successor of Kang Hi, ig 
said to have occasioned the rumor. which 
nowadays is widely credited. And so both 
supersition end national aatipathy have part 
in the prevailing strong feeling against the 
Ta Tsing dynasty, so that now itis not a lit- 
tle difficult to define the real position of the 
people with regard to their present sovereign. 
China is overrun with secret organizations 
whose real aim is the abolition of the Tartars 
and installation of a Chinese monarch, ver- 
sus ac merus. The famous White Lily sect 
of the northern and central provinces,as well 
as the Triad society of the southern states. 
haye one and the same object in view. The 
raison d’eire of Chinese secret organizations 
was originally not so much of a political as 
Ofatheosophic or Masonic character. Men 
formed leagues together for the purpese of 
practicing certain forms and modes of wor- 
ship, as well as upholding certatn doctrtnea 
which were at variance with the recognited 
creeds of China. At present these early 
tenets have been ijost sight of, and Chinese 
secret societies hold only te the old formules 
Of iniatloy and craft in order to conceal their 
(rag political character. They boast num- 
bers of members throughout the length and 
breadth of the empire, and are a constant 
source of anxiety and woerriment to the Pe 
king authorities. The T’a-ping rebellion it- 
self, as weil as many others less impor. 
tance, was the outcome of the White Lily 
sect; the ricts at Canton and the wide spread 
sedition along the Yang-tze. were due to the 
schemes of the Triardisis. No wonder, then, 
that 50 000 troops are constantly employed 
about the capital, or that the viceroy of Can- 
ton has to maintain his thousands of Tartar 
soldiers.—Yokabome Gezette

Crnc Ise ati, March 20.—The riot which broke out 
upon ‘his city jast nigbt was the culmination of 
one of the greatest sensations with which the com- 
munity bas been convulsed. On the 27th of De- 
eember jast the body of a well known livery stable 
keeper, Mr. Wilkam H. Kirk, was found in a mill- 
stream. At firetit was supposed that the unfortu- 
pate man bad committed suicide but an examina- 
tion brought to light a murderous hele'in the back 
of bis head which had evidentiy been made by the 
indentation of ahammer. The wikiest excitement 
followed the ‘ciscove:y. Suspicion rested upona 
qolored bostier named Joseph Falmer, and he was 
arrested. (n jail Palmer confessed that he was the 
murderer: that the p.ot for the murder had been 
matured by William Berner, a white man, 
for the purpose of robbery, and that 
Palmer was assigned the taek of kiliing Kirk, while 
Berner sheuld watch out asa guar, On the morn- 
ing of December 24, Mr. Kirk went into his stable 
fo iook after some stock, While stepping aside into 
oue of tc stalls, Palmer stealthily crept up behind 
bim witha clawbammer, and burying it tothe 
centro in Kirk’s skull the victim sank to the floor 
dead. The two men hasiily searched the dead 
man’s pockets, aud then threw the body into.a 
wagon and Palmer drove itet anddumped itinto 
amiisiream, where it was found. Palmer was 
icted of murder. 

THE JC EWS CRIME. 

When the trial of Berner began certain Gisreput- 
ablc elements intereted themselves in his behalf: 
a pueked and perjured jury was impaneled and 
the trial proceeded. Gn Jast Monday the jury 
broughtin ea verdict of simple manslaughter, al- 
though the evidence sworn toand the coufession 
of the prisoner indicated a most bruial murder.

At midnight thirty shots with muskets wero fired

Policeman Nunn 
Private Cook were the worst hurt, the latter shot in 
the breast.

When the funer Coor be- 
tween the reception room and the cell rooms was 
broken open the military fired on the mob at that 
place, and Lew Kent, a laborerand a member 0 
the mob, was shot and killed.

Al) dey long the changing crowds have¢lled the 
streets, approaching es near to the jail as they 
were permitted to go. The jail aud. courthouse 
eceupy @ xeuare bounded on the west by Main 
street, on the east by Sycamore street, on the 
north end south by Narrow sireet—ealled ihe 
north and south couris. The courtheuse fronts 
west on Main street, and reaches from the uorth 
eourt tothe south court. The jail 46 circular 
in fom, with two wings extending north and 
south. (t faces east onSycamore street and the yard 
is inclosed with a high stone wall, swsmounted by 
an iron fence. The eastern front has -Coors lead- 
ing into the residence of the jailer, which opens 
on the -idewalk. The entrance prope: tothe jail 
is reached by a winding stone statrwey, leading 
dowa te an area l2 feet below the sidewaik. Here 
was the beginning of the attack last night. The 
crowd, armed, surged up to the wery doors 
of the jailer’s residence, and fill the area 
in froutef the lower door which they wa‘tered with 
a heavy sawe:’ beam, obtained from a new build- 
ing nearby. The same beam and kei a dezen 
others were carried into the jail to-dey anc used 
as props ¢o secre all the outer doors, They are 
loug enough to reach back to the solid wall, and 
work on battering down the doors woulé now be 
execedingly aifficult. The jail office 
aud the jeiler’'s residence have scarcely an un- 
broken artéele iu them. Even a large heating 
store was wrecked. Sheriff Hawkins has 
acted ell dey as though he ex.pected 
a renewal of the attack to-night, with increased 
violence.

That most fearful street engiae of destructien, 
the gatting gun, belonging to the police fore, is 
also on duty.

and went back to the depot. Colonel John W. 
Harper, aide de camp to tue governor, who is here,

Colonel 
Harver sent an order to the 4th to joih Colonel Haw 
thesjait by a direct orindirect route. That order 
wasgiven at 12:45 a. m., but being informed that 
the mob was still in force, and blocking the 
streets, inthe vicinity ofthe court house, though 
net apperently accomplishing anything, Colonel 
Hap r modified erder with a viewof averting 
furtner bloodshed. At1:50a. m. the mobstands in 
the streets in range of the soidiers guns, apparent- 
ly courting death. Thereisno method, no pur- 
pose apparent ia their actions, Itis a typical mob 
of madmen. Atthis hour there is no cessation of 
firing.

ISSUING REQUISITIONS. 


The State not to be Made a ‘ole ing Agency-no 
Lawon K+ quisitions, 

Governor McDaniel has adopted a plan by 
which he beads off a class of citizens who 
bavea™ inclination to use the state of Geor- 
gia as acolleciing agency These enterpris- 
ing individuals in a certain classof cases have 
made it acustom toapply for requisitions 
and when the refugees were returned to com- 
promise with them and let them go. This 
method of proceeding has been common in 
larceny cases, cheating and swindling cases 
and offenses of a lika grade and character. 
The governcr nas decided that he will not 
sue requisitions insuch cases unless the 
prosecucor will makean sffidavit that he 
dces not make the requisition for the enforce- 
mentand collection ofadebt and that the 
case will not be settled. There have been 
some parties who have refused to make these 
affidavits and the governor has refused to 
issue the requisitions, It may be interesting 
to know that there is no law in Georgia on 
the issuing of requisitions. There isa law 
which says the governor may issue his war- 
rant for an arrest on a requisition from the 
governor of another state, but there is no 
State jaw in reference to the issuing of a re- 
quisition by the governor of Georgia. There 
is a United States Jaw which permits this ex- 
change of prisoners, but it is only a matter of 
courtesy, and is not compulsory.

This was where 
it was too thick to plow,and no crale grass was 
emong it, forit soon kills it out. We haye been 
familiar with it for thirty years, placesin Walton 
being wellset withit. The stalk of grass is much 
smaller, and seedalso than crale grass, but the 
seed prongs out near the same way. We miade the 
examination, that we could not possibly be mi: 
taken, and can of a truth say that you can be saf 
In belleving and telling any of your inquiring 
friends that Bermuda grass does seed, and you wi! 
not be misled. Some say thatit blooms, or seed 
every third year.

Mr. William Crezier, of Worthfort, Long 
Island, one of the best known farmers and 
stock breeders in the vicinity of New Yorr 
says that ne has long considered alfalfa one 
of the best forage crops. He uses it always 
to feed his mi cows and breeding ewes, 
particularly in preparing them for exhibition 
at fairs, where he is known to bea most suc- 
cessful competitor, and always takes along 
sufficient alfalfa hay to feed them on while 
there. Mr. Crozier’s system of culture is 
broadcast, and fifteen or six 
teen pounds to an acre; out his land is unu 
sually clean and ina hich stateof cultivation, 
which enables him to pt the broadcas: 

but on the average land it will be 
found that the p sowing in drills would 
be the best. 

Mr. Crozier’s crop the second year averaged 
eighteen lons green to the acre, and about 
six tons when dried as hay. For this section 
(the latitude of New York) he finds the best 
date of sowing is the first week in May, and 
a good cutting can be bad in September 
The next season a full crop is obtained, 
whenit is cut, if green, three or four times. 
If to be used for hay, it is cut in the condi- 
tion of ordinary red clover in blossom. It 
then makes after that two green crops if cut; 
and sometimes the last one, instead of being

Mr. E. M. Sargent, Macon, Georgia, writing 
to me under date March 6ib, 1883, says: “I 
consider alfalfa to be the most valuable for- 
age plant that can be used in this section of 
the country; that is the entire cotton belt, or 
north of it, if the d i¢ sandy withou. a 
clay subsoil too surface.

The letter having been duly read, was as 
might be expected, the wpic of conversation 
and sugvestion for some littletime.

HAND GRENADES FOR THE BIOTERS, — 

Two cases of hand grenades arrived in the city 
for the use ef the mob in destroying the county jail 
to-night. The parties suppiying the jail with pro- 
visions refuse to doit any longer, asthe mob has 
given them notice to quit. At the city hospital 
seven wounded had their limbs amputated since 
supper. There are en route from the interior 
towus of Kentucky some’ three hundred men, who 
are reporied ascoming prepared with guus to aid 
the mob. They use every effort at the bridges and 
ferry boats toavoid their coming,if good council will 
be accepted. Leading citizeus are using every 
effort, but itseems to be of no avail. 

THE PATROL WAGONS. 

The patrol wagons are about all the vehicles 
that are seen on thestreets. Oue patrol wagon made | 
twenty-six trips with persoous hurt within the last 


twenty four hours. 

The fire department has adopted the pian to ring 
no alarm in cases of fire. This is done to keep the 
crowd in the dark. 

There were no less than five fires since sunset. 

A BLOODY NIGHT. 

The bloodiest street in the city last might was 
South Courtstreet. Here the militia charged om 
the crowd twoor three different times. The first 
charge was made asout half-past ten o’clock when 
‘five men were shot, three of whom 
were killed. The shots come from the extreme 


eastern portion of the street. Quite a number cf 


people, in trying to escape from the flying bullets 

were knocked down in the cellar ways and were 
badly injured by the surging crowd. The next 
volley was fired from the north, and one manu was 
killed and a little boy was mortally wounded. The 
third volley came from the east, and resulted ib 
the killing of three men. An aged man ina blind 
state of intoxication, was com ing 
east on the street, and the militia told him to stop. 
He was not able to comprehend and they fired on 
him, and he fell lifeless on the street, with his 
body completely perforated with bullets. A prom- 
inent paper mill man of Hamilton, O., had a Clore 
call. He was slightly uncer the influence of liq- 
uor, and started to go east of South Court street, 
The militia told him to stop, and he refused to 
obey. Several of his fricods pulled him into the 
crowd just as the soldiers raised their guns to 
fire. 

THE TERRIBLE DESTRUCTION. 

The destruction caused by the burning of the 
court offices is a tremendous loss, not so much as to 
money, as the valuable records destroyed, some of 
them over a huadred years old. 

WHAT Ig IT ALL ABOUT? 

The most frequent question now asked by those 
standing on the street corners, and at the clubs is, 
‘‘what is all this going to cost, and who is going to 
pay for it?” ‘The street cars are stopped by the 
mob, Every pawn shop has been pilfered for 
arms, 

The following is posted at prominedt places: 

‘The public safety demands immediate action, 
Organize vigilance committees in every ward. 
Heal the sores by purifying the body. Serve notice 
to criminals and criminal lawyers, gamblers and 
prostitutes to leave Hamilton county within three 

days, and =remaia away for ever 
or suffer the penalty. As long 

the present clique of criminal lawyers that 
infest the city are permitted to remain aad corrupt 
} urors, outrage justice, and shield criminals, jus 
that lopg will our citizens be murdered, and prc 
perty destroyed, and protection by the law be 
denied: Make one clean sweep while we are at it
